TARIFF PROPOSED 

Much fieadway is being gained 
by those promoting a tariff on cop- 
per, suggested being 5 
cents per und. ie that, 
while the United States is stil! pro- 
éucing more copper than it is con- 
suming. the tariff’ wovld do little 
good but that the time is rapidly 
approaching when the United 
FPtates will consume more copper 
than it produces and it will pos- 
sibly then be necessary to protect 
against foreign invasion of copper 
produced under conditions that 
would not be acceptable in this 
country. 

A rough estimate of the copper 
production of Arizona for 1923 ts 
£90.000.000 pounds, valued at about 
$84,000,000. The previous year 
showed a production of 4258.300,- 
000. sold for about $55,000,000. 
The year 1921 was that of the big 
mine slump, when only about 155.,- 
000.000 pounds of copper was pro- 
duced, with a more or less nominal 
valuation of $19,396,000. 

Greatest of all years copper 
was 1917, when 704.000.0000 pounds 
were sold $206,463.000, though the 
next year was nearly as good, with 
787,000,000 pounds sold for $194,- 
312.000. 

Silver production is not expected 
to be up to that of 1922, when it 
was valued at more than $4.000.- 
000, while gold is expected to re- 
main fairly steady at possibly an

A survey of the prosecution of 
crime in the Superior courts in 
the month of December, 1923, just 
completed by the Crime Commis- 


sion of Las Angeles, shows that 
during that pertod t e were con- 
victions by juries of twenty-four 
cases, aoguittais in ten cases and 
in five cages juries were unable to 


agree. 

In the month of November. 1923, 
there thirty convictions, ff- 
teen acquittals and six disagree- 
ments. In the month of October, 
1923, there were thirty-eight con- 
Victions, Ove acquittals and twe 


disagreements. 

In the month of December the 
percentage of convictions to the 
total number of cases disposed of 
in the Superior Courts:by jury trial 
and by diemiesal was 14.5 per cent; 
that of acquittalsa, 14.2 per cent, 
and that of disagreements 5.1 per 
cent. In the menth of November 
there were 27.6 per cent convic- 
tions, 13.8 per cent scquittalis and 
5.6 per cent disagreements. in 
the month of October there were 
5.5 per 
per cent 


cent acquittals and 2.2 


disagreements. 

STUDIES PROBATION 
The total number of cases dis- 
missed in the month of December 
was fifty-nine, or 60.2 per cent of 
all cases 4 of by trial and 
Giamissal in the Superior Courts 
in that period. Of these fifty-nine 
cares, fifty-seven were dismissed on 
motion of the District Attorney, 
and two on motion of defense 
counsel. Of the fifty-seven mo- 
tions for dismissal made by the 
District Attorney, twenty-two were 
stated to be made on the ground 
of ineufficient evidence: two “in 
the interest of justice,” fourteen on 
the ground that the defendants 
had been sentenced on other 
charges, one that the defendant 
had not been concerned in the 
crime, and in eighteen tnetances 
the public records do not show that 
any reason was stated.

The Crime Commission is con- 
tinuing ite survey with reference to 
the disposition of cases in which 
applications are made for preba- 
tion. A report on conditions in 
this regard for the month of De- 
cember, 1923, and Janvary and 
February of 1924 will be made as 
quickly as possibile. 

Investigation by this commission 
shows commendable activity on 
the part of the Los Angeles police 
and the Sheriff's force during the 
month of December. Despite a tre- 
mendous increase in population in 
ithe last sif months of 1923, there 
was no increase itn crime during 
that period over the correspond- 
ing period of 1922. Conditions per- 
taining toe the administration of 
the police department will be dealt 
with in detail in the third bulletin 
of the Crime Commission, which 
will be published and distributed 
in a few days. 

Sheriff Traeger devoted consid- 
erable time and energy in the 
month just past to efforts to im- 
prove the county constabulary and 
to organize some 50° special deputy 
sheriffs so that they will be more 
quickly available to co-operate with 
the regular deputies in coping 
with violent crimes such as homi- 
cides, bank robberies and hold- 
ups of oil stations.
